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Brandt: The Challenge Ahead

During the past few years the hobby has witnessed 
what might be called a Great Awakening. The price of 
brilliant uncirculated coins has jumped to unbelievably 
high levels during this period. Many veteran 
collectors have 
compared this tre¬ 
mendous surge of 
interest in 

numismatics to 
that of the tulip 
mania which 
spread through 
Europe during the 
16th Century. At its 
recent apex, the 
idea was pro- 
bought any quality 
numismatic item and 
held it overnight you 
could realize and in¬ 
stant profit. 


Now that the bubble has burst the downward trend in 
prices has been very dramatic with some areas drop¬ 
ping 50% or more. Although prices are in a period of 
adjustment, one can be sure that most coins will never 
drop back to the levels which they were at prior to their 
recent surge. One positive collector aspect of this 
period is the realization that some coin series are still 
underpriced. 

During this same period GSNA Life Membership has 
grown 100% to 229 members and regular membership 
has increased 51 % to 603 members. The large increase 
in Life members is due in large part to those joining 
while Life membership was only $50. However, most of 
the regular membership growth can be attributed to 
the public’s increased awareness of coins as an invest¬ 
ment medium. I expect to see some of these new 
members drop out because they got burned when the 
bubble burst. This could have been prevented had they 
spent a little time to acquire a numismatic education. 
Over the long term GSNA membership will continue to 
grow, because people who make the effort to acquire a 
numismatic education will realize that numismatics is

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GSNA AUCTION HIGH CLASS SHOW 


Collectors who passed up the 
1981 Garden State Numismatic 
Association Auction missed a 
chance to see a high class auction 
in action. 

Every major auction has certain 
pieces that are out of the range of 
most collectors, but this auction 
included a number of coins that 
would meet almost any collector's 
budget. 

Interviewed after the three-day 
event, Kurt R. Krueger, auctioneer 
of lola, Wis., confirmed the suspi¬ 
cion of many observers: “Invest¬ 
ors” have backed off from the cur¬ 
rent coin scene in favor of putting 
their money in such things as 
short-term, high interest paper, 
either directly or through money 
market funds. 

While some believe that money 
crowd will be back when the prime 
rate moves below 15 percent, the 
current situation is at least giving 
the “little guy” a chance to stay in 
the hobby. In late 1979 and early 
1980, many felt the days of the hob¬ 
by were ending with the influx of 
the high-rollers and the gobbling 
up of better grade coins at any 
price. 

Still, not all of the “big” money 
fled the scene. 

An 1855 $3 gold piece, MS-63 
brought $10,500 against a pre¬ 
bidding estimate of $5,000; a 
Panama-Pacific 1915-S commem¬ 
orative half dollar, MS-63, went for 


$2,700, roughly double estimate; 
$2.50 Panama-Pacific gold com¬ 
memorative, MS-R^ sold for 
$4,000, or $1,000 over estimate, 
and a number of California frac¬ 
tional gold pieces, estimated at 
$1,000 each, sold for $2,500 to 
$2,900. 

One of the show’s highlights, a 
1921-D dime, uncirculated, MS-67, 
with full bands, a super-star of the 
Benedict collection, went for 
$9,000, or $1,000 over the sug¬ 
gested price. 

An 1895 select, proof-63 Morgan 
silver dollar, golden bronze tone, 
from the Thorn Oaks Collection 
was auctioned off at $15,500, $500 
Over the suggested price. 

A fascinating bit of auctioneer¬ 
ing came in the form of a roll of 20 
1892-0, uncirculated Morgan silver 
dollars, MS-65 to MS-67. 

The suggested auction price 
was $50,000 but when the final bid 
came, the roll went for $27,500. 

Another “steal” was a 1796 
quarter eagle, grading very fine/ex¬ 
tremely fine, with a suggested 
price tag of $15,000. That went for 
$ 8 , 000 . 

There were more than 600 mail 
bidders and 250 at the auction. 

Krueger said that the over-all 
good performance of coins graded 
extremely fine to about uncir¬ 
culated was evidenced that the ge¬ 
nuine collector was back.

REWARD FUND ESTABLISHED 


The Garden State Numismatic Association agrees to pay a reward to the 
person or persons providing information or evidence which directly leads 
to the arrest and conviction of any person or persons committing burglary, 
theft or robbery of numismatic items owned by any member or member 
clubs of the G.S.N.A. Authorization to pay the reward will be made by the 
Executive Board according to the following rules: 


1. If the retail price of the numismatic items 
stolen is less than $5,000 the reward shall be 
$250.00. If the retail price of the numismatic 
items stolen is at least $5,000 and not more 
than $20,000 the reward shall be $500.00. If 
the retail price of the numismatic items 
stolen is in excess of $20,000 the reward 
shall be $1,000. 

2. The reward shall not be paid by the G.S.N.A. 
until all appellate proceedings have been 
completed and the accused has received an 
ultimate conviction. 

3. If one person (or more - if working together in 
the same theft) is arrested and convicted in 
more than one theft, the reward shall be paid 
only once, but the amount of the reward shall 
be determined by the total amount stolen 
from G.S.N.A. members in accordance with 
rule #1. 

4. If more than one person is involved in a theft 
of numismatic items, the reward shall be 
paid in full only if all persons involved are ar¬ 
rested and convicted. A proportionate 
amount will be offered if less than all involv¬ 
ed are arrested and convicted. 

5. All claims for reward shall be made not later 
than 90 days following the conviction. 


6. Law enforcement officers are not eligible for 
this reward nor are owners of stolen 
numismatic material eligible to claim any 
reward. 

7. The G.S.N.A. Executive Board will rule on any 
disputes arising over a reward payment. The 
Board’s decision shall be final and con¬ 
clusive. 

8. The name of the person or persons to whom 
the reward is given may be withheld if it is 
considered in the best interest of the reci¬ 
pient. 

9. No person shall be entitled to a reward in 
connection with any theft in which he has 
participated, unless the reward is approved 
by the G.S.N.A Executive Board. 

10. The word "theft” as used herein shall be 
deemed to mean ‘‘burglary, theft or robbery.” 

11. The reward offer may be withdrawn at any 
time by publication of such withdrawal in the 
NJNJ. Such withdrawal shall not apply to 
rewards based on evidence submitted to 
G.S.N.A. prior to such publication. 

12. In the event of multiple information sources, 
rewards paid may be pro-rated at the option 
of the G.S.N.A. Executive Board.

“Coin collecting is also a great 
teacher. You learn about empires 
that no longer exist merely by stu¬ 
dying a single coin, finding out 
what it was used for, and why it 
had such a short life. Some coins 
are so old that they are mentioned 
in the Bible. Coins which celebrate 
special events teach a lot about 
history. Many such half dollars 
have been made in the United 
States. Similar coins were issued 
in Europe as early as the 1600's. 
Coins are also geography teach¬ 
ers. It is fascinating to collect 
coins from every country. 

“The child who keeps one sub¬ 
way token from every city he visits 
has the beginning of a collection. 
Sometimes a silver dollar, an 
Indian-head penny, or some other 
coin is kept for years as a lucky 
piece. The coin or paper money 
that a child claims from his 
father’s souvenirs of a past war 
may be a part of a collection. A 
numismatist may spend many 
cents for a certain one-cent piece. 
The coin does not mean either one 
cent of many cents to him. It sym¬ 
bolizes the effort spent in finding 
that particular coin and the 
satisfaction of completing a piece 
of work.”

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Tax Rider Stuns Collectible Trade

Disbelief continued to spread 
among collectors following the 
government’s barring the placing 
of coins and other collectibles in 
Individual Retirement Accounts 
and Keogh Plans. 

Coming as it does in the wake of 
a sharp decline in precious metals 
prices and the shift of money from 
coins to such things as high- 
interest savings certificates and 
money marketing funds, the latest 
move could be devastating. 

A number of major coin houses, 
and even some securities firms, 
which have been adding to staffs 
and generally gearing up for the in¬ 
vestors’ market will face cutbacks. 
High-grade collectibles were prov¬ 
ing to be popular investment 
vehicles by those earning high in¬ 
comes and paying high taxes. 

Some houses and smaller 
dealers, already hurting from being 
caught with too much gold, silver 
and higher grade coins in an 
abruptly changing market, may 
have trouble surviving. 

Although the tax action will in¬ 
crease the number of buying 
“steals” in the market, collectors 
looking toward coins for com¬ 
paratively short-term, rapid gains 
could be in for surprises when it 
comes time to sell. 

It could be months before all of 
the ramifications of the new law 
are known, but the basic thrust is 
clear. 

In recent years, millions of 
dollars in investment grade coins, 
stamps, diamonds and art works 
have gone into Individual Retire¬ 
ment Accounts, designed primarily 
for individuals not participating in 
employer-sponsored retirement 
plans, and Keoghs, used by the 
self-employed. 

Simply put, the IRAs and Keoghs 
gave collectors an opportunity to 
realize gains and defer taxes until 
later years when an individual’s 
working income and taxes normal¬ 
ly drop. Briefly, he or she did that 
by putting the collectible in a bank 
vault with some kind of trustee pro¬ 
vision that prevented early access. 
The collectibles could be used at a 
later date for income. 


That tax shelter will be wiped 
out under the latest action. 

What about collectibles already 
in accounts? The Treasury said it 
will have an answer for that one by 
Dec. 31, the effective date for the 
new law. 

Coin collectors first heard of the 
possibility of the new law as they 
met at the American Numismatic 
Association’s annual convention 
in New Orleans. 

Word of the pending tax move 
hit the bourse area as if someone 
had sprayed Mace into the vast 
trading room. 

“We were having a tremendous 
first couple of days,” said Bob 
Rose of the Renrob Coins, East 
Brunswick Township. “Then it was 
suddenly like someone turned the 
place into a morgue.” 

By early in the next week, the tax 
proposal was adopted. 

Asked if he senses any dumping 
of coins since the bill became law 
as part of Reagan’s tax package, 
Rose said that, for the moment, it’s 
more like everyone’s been put into 
a trance. “There’s no activity one 
way or the other,” he said. 

Rose and other dealers and col¬ 
lectors, such as James K. Brandt, 
president of the Garden State 
Numismatic Association, are not 
only miffed at the tax shift coming 
so abruptly, but they see it as one 
more government infringement on 
individual rights. 

“The government’s telling us 
what we can and cannot save for 
our own futures,” Brandt said. 

“It really restricts an individual’s 
freedom of choice,” Rose said, ad¬ 
ding that the situation is ludicrous 
because it encourages investment 
in securities, but not in collec¬ 
tibles. 

The weakness of that stand, he 
continued, is that a security could 
turn out to be a poorer retirement 
investment vehicle than rare coins. 
“What about the people who 
bought Chrysler stock for their old 
age?” he asked. 

Rose said that thanks to on¬ 
going market research and a time- 
tested approach to the wholesale 
and resale coin markets, Renrob 
will ride out the current storm as it 
has others. 

As a matter of fact, Rose is con¬ 


fident that while the currect tax 
issue is “very, very bad” it could 
serve a good purpose in the long 
run. 

He sees the publicity generated 
by the current storm as helpful in 
that it will make more persons 
aware of coins as a savings vehi¬ 
cle. And, even if the new law 
stands as is, Rose feels that tax¬ 
payers will simply put what’s 
allowable into Koeghs and IRAs, 
and then use other money for 
coins. 

But few believe the law will not 
be changed. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has the burden of defining and car¬ 
rying out the nitty-gritty of the law, 
making points of clarification, and 
meeting possible court 
challenges. Those challenges are 
sure to come as opposition 
mounts within the multi-million 
dollar collectible field. 

Of more immediate concern will 
be how the IRS rules on what’s 
already being held in the Keoghs 
and IRAs. That decision will have 
an enormous impact on the market 
value of coins for a long time. Even 
the smallest collector’s holdings 
will be affected. 

The new law is kind of a devilish 
turn to what was to be a new tax 
day that was supposed to take the 
federal government off the 
people’s backs and encourage sav¬ 
ings. 

The law increased the amount 
that investors can put into IRA ac¬ 
counts from $1,500 to $2,000 a 
year, while doubling the limit on 
Keogh plans to $15,000 a year. 

Some feel that the barring of col¬ 
lectibles was the direct result of ef¬ 
fective lobbying by savings and 
loan associations and savings 
banks as the much-debated 
Reagan tax package headed for 
adoption. 

The on-surface reasoning was to 
encourage retirement funds to in¬ 
vest in “productive” rather than 
hard assets. 

In any event, the little no¬ 
collectibles rider that finally tag¬ 
ged along with the package can * 
help but make one marvel at the 
wisdom of Congress. Many of its 
members are collectors.

a very dynamic hobby which does offer an above 
average return on the collector’s investment of time 
and money. 

In response to the increased growth in membership I 
would like to mention some of the programs under con¬ 
sideration by the Executive Board. First, we must 
realize that the future of our hobby will come from to¬ 
day’s junior collectors. Therefore, in an effort to 
stimulate more junior participation in our members 
clubs, the Board is considering a program whereby a 
Young Numismatist of the Year award will be 
presented to a deserving junior. The winner will receive 
a paid scholarship to ANA’s Summer Seminar in Col¬ 
orado Springs, Colorado. Steve Taylor, our 1st Vice 
President and an active YN advisor, has volunteered to 
draw up the guidelines for such a program. 

Recently an elementary school requested a speaker 
from one of our member clubs to speak on the basic of 
coin collecting. The speaker was amazed at the large 
turnout of students even though attendance was volun¬ 
tary. As a result of his talk, the school has formed a 
coin club using the guidelines supplied by the club. 

At the present time we have no audio-visual program 
oriented toward attracting juniors to our hobby. I would 
like to see the Board consider funding an audio-visual 
program just for juniors. This would be a long range 
project, but it would be well worth it. I believe we have 


the expertise within our membership to produce such a 
program. It would not go into the great detail or length 
that our present adult audio-visual aids do. I don’t 
know of any other organization that has a junior 
oriented audio-visual aids program. 

In the past GSNA has sponsored two successful 
counterfeit detection seminars. In its continuing 
education program the Board is considering the 
possibility of offering an advanced counterfeit detec¬ 
tion seminar. The advanced course will deal with the 
increased sophistication of the counterfeiter. 

Also being considered is an ANAC seminar on 
grading of coins. Since grading determines the value of 
a coin, knowledge and experience is needed to proper¬ 
ly grade coins. Such a seminar will provide this needed 
knowledge and improve one’s skills in grading. 

The Board is also planning on having another club 
workshop, probably in the Spring of 1982. The format is 
expected to be changed to permit more participant in¬ 
volvement. Keeping the lines of communications open 
between the association and its member clubs is vital 
to the growth of GSNA. The association is always 
ready to help its clubs anyway it can. 

Finally, the Board has just approved a design con¬ 
test for the 1982 convention medal. Details of the con¬ 
test are included elsewhere in this issue of the journal. 
Every member is encouraged to enter the contest.
